to successful competition. 
South America, for instance, has great ami 


undeveloped markets which \ve could supply with greater ojise than any 
other power. 
We ;ire trying to capture the trade of Argentina, Brazil, 


Chili and the other great republics of that part of the world, 
war, England, Germany, Franrc, Italy and every other nation will bend 
(heir efforts town ids getting the lion's share of the revived trade, in com- 
petition with us, but we must go to Knglnnd, France, Italy and the other 
powers for the, ships necessary to transport our cargoes and bring back 
the- raw produce which Latin America has in abundance. 
The situation 


•is most unfortunate for us, and it will he well indeed if. we can avoid 
international complications, arising from trade misunderstandings. 


Even though we have not availed of our unrivalled opportunity to 


the full, the close of the war will find us a stronger commercial power 
than ever before. 
In the peace agreements, certain limitations will prob- 


ably be arranged between the belligerents, but the winners—if there will 
be any winners—must then face a new and formidable trade rival in 
America. 
Should there he any friction between this nation and Germany, 


England or any of the powers now at war, the lack of. American shipping 
would place us 'at the mercy of our rival. 
Thus, the time may come 


when the United States may be glad to adopt a government shipping bill 
such as was cried down 
in congress so 
recently by short-sighted 


opponents. 


While it is, therefore, well that we be swayed by the finest moral 


motives in our judgment of the war and hold individual views as to its 
justice or injustice, the interests of our own country come first.

German cruiser Emden, which had de- 
stroyed more than a score of British

but a mail cruiser of the navy of a 


big world power, perfectly accredited, 
and In Its actions and the actions o£ 
ts heroic comm.ander something lor 
every one with a drop of the old Teu- 
ton blood in him to be proud of.

Island Suggests Buried .Treasure. 


In the name of the Islands where she 


was finally driven ashore there was a 
wealth of historic suggestion ot the 
years when the pirates Lathobe, Mor- 
gan. Kidd and Lafltte sailed wherever 
they listed, battled under the flag of 
the Jolly Roger and took what prizes 
they cared to In spite of the navies of 
the civilized world arrayed 
against 


them. 


It was on Cocos Island—another Co- 


cos island—that the greatest of pirate 
hoards was supposed to have been se- 
creted, and in the years since hundreds 
of thousands of dollars and hundreds 


of human lives have been sacrificed in 
the attempt to find the treasure. All 
down tho years men have plotted, 
starved, fought, murdered and have 
boen murdered to find and carry away 
tho treasure from Cocos Island—the 
other Cocos.

ships in fourteen -weeks. 


The gallant little 3,500 ton cruiser, 


knowing the whole time that she was 
inexorably doomed to destruction, gal- 
lantly held the seas for three months 
against fully forty warships ot the 
allies. 
Career of Eitel Friedrich. 


The German auxiliary cruiser Prlnz 


Eitel Friedrich, after a commerce de- 
stroying crulsB over Pacific and At- 
lantic oceans, which culminated in the 
sinking of an American sailing ship in 
the south Atlantic on-Jan. 23 last, came 
into Newport News. Va_, and anchored 
for supplies and repairs. -She brought 
with her rescued crews nnd passengers 
of American. British, French and-Hus- 
sian ships. 


The Prinz Eitel Friedrich arrived off 


Cape Henry after dark, but did not en-1 
ter until the morning, when she came 
to anchor off Quarantine. The United 
States coast guard ship Onondaga im- 
mediately went alongside to preserve 
the neutrality of the United States. 
The German vessel was scarred and 
rusty from her long voyage. She was 
painted white on one side and black on 
the other, but she came into the roads 
without any attempt at deception as to 
her nationality. 


The Prinz Eitel Friedrich began her 


scouting for the ships of enemies of 
the fatherland at Tsingtao, China, last 
November under Commander Thierich- 
ens.

French, one Russian and one American. 
The sinking of th'e American ship, the

Leipzig's Tragic End. 


A shot torn flag halyard was respon- 


sible for the death of 400 German sea- 
men of the cruiser Leipzig at the end 
ot the'engagement of Dec. 8 off the 
Falkland Islands. The German cruiser, 
her last shot fired, on fire and disabled 
could not haul down her ensign in sur- 
render because the halyard was sev- 
ered and, massed on the tilting deck 
the crew in consequence had to endure 
a heavy shelling from the Glasgow tha 
left only thirty of them alive.

"Tho signal room was afire also, and 


tho three green lights were discovered . 
at the last moment in a box on deck. 


"So there they stood, packed solid on 


the. deck, and the Glasgow's last two 
rounds Just mowed them down by fifties 
and sixties and strewed the bits far and 
wide. The captain sat in the midst of 
them, as calm as though they were at 
anchor at home. 
He sat and talked . 


and smiled and helped them to keep 
steady," and just at the end his cabin 
boy found a big box of cigarettes.

REAT execution has been done 


on the eastern battle front In 
the European war by the 30.5 
centimeter guns of the Aus- 


trian army. These guns rank next to 
tho tremendous death dealing 42 centi- 
meter guns of the German army and 
might ho compared .with the 12 inch 
guns ot the navy, but are much more 
effective. 


British experts in comparing the ar- 


tillery ot the Germans and the allies 
agree that the present European strife 
has transformed big gun practice. They 
emphasize the use of the howitzer, for- 
merly a bombardment weapon for man 
killing purposes, and also in the open 
field, which hitherto was unknown. 


Frank admission is made that tho 


Austro-German 
forces 
have 
larger 


howitzers, but it also is claimed that 
in light and heavy artillery tha allies 
are as well provided. Doubt is expreas- 
d as to a sufficient supply of 11 inch 
owitzcrs by the Austro-Oerman forces. 
It the 42 centimeter howitzer one 
vrlter says that there is little doubt as 
o its existence, but questions if there 
re more than two pieces of this large 
allber weapon in the field. If tBey were 
used at nil, he believes it was at tho 
iege of Liege. 
Speaking ot the change in artillery 


practice forced hy the present war, 
Colonel A. M. Murray, late of the Royal 
irtillery. says: 


"The gun Is a long range, high ve- 
rx-ity, man killing weapon. The high- 
er its velocity and flatter its trajectory 
he longer its range and the greater Its 
man killing capacity before the enemy 
can approach within Infantry distance. 


"The howitzer, ns distinct from the 


gun. ;.; a short range weapon designed 
originally to throw a heavy, high ex- 
plosive shell with low velocity and high 
trajectory. 


'The howitzer was originally con- 


ceived for bombarding purposes and 
for the destruction of material, but re- 
cently Its use has been extended for 
mar. killing purposes, and field how- 
itzers, ll^ht and heavy, are now pro- 
vided with shrapnel as well as high ex- 
ploslvo shells. When not wanted for 
howitzer purposes they can now be 
used as guns for fighting in tho open. 


"As the 
howitzer shrapnel 
shcl 


reaches Its target with a low velocity 
in order to increase its man killing ef- 
fect, the shell h.is a high driving charge 
inside It amounting, to as much as 
three-quarters of a pound or more. 
This driving charge Increases the ve 
locity ot tho bullets when they hav
